Each  school  was  visited  twice,  while  some  received 
a  third  and  fourth  visitation.  The  result  of  careful 
observation  is  that  all  were  good  schools.  The  Pru- 
dential Committees  exercised  great  care,  each  teacher 
faithfully  discharged  their  duties,  and  the  parents 
have  reason  to  feel  their  money  was  profitably  expen- 
ded. 

While  the  foregoing  is  a  true  report,  your  commit- 
tee desires  to  throw  out  a  few  hints. 

I.       TO  TEACHERS. 

Have  your  scholars  speak  and  read  in  a  good  full 
tone. 

Assign  the  lessons  and  have  them  short  and  per- 
fect. 

Teach  the  rudiments  faithfully. 

Teach  your  scholars  how  to  study. 

Do  not  correct  in  reading  until  the  child  has  finish- 
ed the  paragraph. 

Be  patient. 

Be  kind. 

II.      TO  PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEES. 

Exercise  great  care  in  the  selection  of  your  teach- 
ers. 

The  Superintendent  can  judge  of  the" simple  literary 
qualification,  but  cannot  in  a  brief  examination  learn 
of  the  disposition,  character  and  executive  ability. 

Employ  teachers  who  can  govern  as  well  as  instruct. 

Pay  good  wages. 
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Visit  the  school.     Not  one  in  ten  of  you  ever   enter 
when  the  school  is  in  session. 

III.       TO  PARENTS. 

Send  your  children  regularly. 

Visit  the  school  often. 

Get  your  children  a  plenty  of  good  new  books. 

Some  of  you  wish  to  have  your   children  in   books 
too  far  advanced  for  them. 

When  there  is  trouble,  the  most   of  it   commences 
with  the  parents. 

Sustain  the  teacher.

Having  been  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by 
the  removal  of  Rev.  H.  S.  Kimball  from  town,  I  sub- 
mit the  following  report : 

District  No.  1.  (Intervale.)  Prudential  Commit- 
tee, Henry  Bean.  At  my  first  visit  this  school  was  in 
charge  of  Miss  Eliza  A.  Doe,  and  no  school  in  town 
gave  a  better  impression.  Miss  Doe  has  all  the  quali- 
fications of  a  good  teacher,  and  scholars,  parents  and 
committee  deeply  regretted  the  necessity  that  com- 
pelled her  to  leave  before  the  completion  of  the  term. 
Miss  M.  S.  Rowe,  who  completed  the  term,  has  more 
than  ordinary  energy ;  and  with  more  experience  will 
make,  I  doubt  not,  one  of  our  best  teachers.  Few  har- 
der places  can  be  selected  for  a  young  teacher  than 
that  occupied  by  Miss  Rowe. 

District  No.  2.  (Carr's.)  Prudential  Committee, 
Simon  C.  Carr.  Teacher,  Lizzie  A.  Britton.  Miss 
Britton  labored  hard  and  no   doubt   accomplished   all 
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that  could  reasonably  be  expected  from  a  term  of  less 
than  five  weeks. 

District.  No.  3.  (Mooney's.)  Committee,  Richard 
Frohock.  Teacher,  Miss  E.  D.  Sanborn.  The  thor- 
oughness exhibited  at  close  of  term  proved  that  the 
teacher  had  been  untiring  in  her  efforts,  and  that  her 
energy  had  been  skillfully  applied  and  well  appreci- 
ated by  the  pupils.  No  district  in  town  had  a  poorer 
school  house  or  better  teacher. 

District  No.  5.  (Thyng's.)  Prudential  Committee, 
Noah  L.  Davis.  Teacher,  Miss  Alice  J.  Gilman. 
This  school  compared  well  with  others  in  town.  The 
patient  labor  of  the  teacher  was  abundantly  manifest 
in  the  improvement  in  all  the  classes. 

District  No.  6.  (Pond.)  Prudential  Committee, 
Leonard  Wilkinson.  Teacher,  Miss  N.  E.  Wilkinson. 
Both  teacher  and  scholars  labored  to  make  this  term 
pleasant  and  profitable.  The  examination  at  close 
exhibited  a  thoroughness  found  in  but  few  schools  in 
town. 

District  No.  7.  (White  Oaks.)  Prudential  Com- 
mittee, Palmer  W.  Merrill.  Teacher,  Miss  Carrie  E. 
Drake.  This  school  was  quite  small.  Those  that  at- 
tended made  fair  progress.  Good  order  was  maintain- 
ed.
